CONDITIONS IMPROVED 
IN NORTHWEST POINTED 


Number of Commercial Fail- 
ures for the Week is Very 
Much Reduced, 


New York, April 18.—Despate hes to 
Dun's Review from branch offices ot 
R. G. Dun and company, in leading 
trade centers of the Dominion of 
Canada report that the weather Is 
restricting influence in some sections, 
but that in others favorable progress 
is being made. 

At Montreal there has been little ex- 
pansion in general trade; the weather 
militating against a normal demand 
for-seasonable merchandise. Spring 
sorting business in dry-goods has been 
slow and clothing is quiet. Groceries 
are moving with some freedom, but 
trade in leather fs dull, Somewhat 
more inquiry for pig iron is reported, 
but actual sales were moderate. The 
export movement of lumber ts light 
and the demand from jobbers not bet- 
ter than average. 

Some expansion tn the movement of 
seasonable merchandise is reported at 
Toronto, but more settled weather is 
needed to stimulate the demand for 
dry goods, clothing and footwear. <A 
fair caster trade was transacted in 
these Hines and sorting up orders are 
fairly satisfactory. <A falr yolume of 
busines’ is noted In groceries and pro- 
visions and some improvement has ap- 
peared im the demand for leather. 

The weather at Hamilton has been 
favorable for starting buliding opera- 
tions and with the increased employ- 
ment of labor, retail trade is more 
active. 

Reports from the far west and north- 
west Indicate that conditions have im- 
proved at most centers and that the 
outlook is bright. 

Retail trade at Winn!peg has steadily 
improved and dealings In wholesale 
lines are now In fair volume, demand 
for many kinds of staple merchandise 
being stimulated by the influx of new 
settlers. 

A better demand 1s noted at Cal- 
gary, for clothing and dry goods and 
the trading in other lines seems to 
be steadily Improving. Business Is 
becoming more active at Regina, the 
movement of groceries, provisions and 
other staples showing a good increase 
over a few weeks ago, 

Business in almost all departments 
of Saskatoon is In fair volume and 
general prospects are considered excel- 
lent. 

jross earnings of all Canadian rall- 
ways reporting to date for the first 
week of April show a decrease of 9.6 
per cent. as compared with the earn- 
ing of the same roads for the corres- 
ponding period a year ago.

a phrase that has been made to work 
overtime—has been lost or dimmed, but 


the magnificent tout’ ensemble more 
than atones for that deficiency. What 
with the spectacular features, the 


change in costume and stage setitng, 
and the greatly increased chorus, this 
sailing of the Pinafore seems almost 
hike a maiden voyage. The changes, 
however, are in keeping with the Gil- 
bert and Sulivan spirit, and, while one 
occasionally forgets that this is the 
good old Pinafore, one knows that Gil- 
bert and Sullivan were the builders of 
the craft, 

The new Pinafore is spick and span, 
a three-musted square-rigged frigate 
with plenty of deck-room and frown- 
ing gun-ports. The “Hip” tank has 
been transformed by William J, Wil- 
son, who looked after the staging of 
the opera, into a very realistic repre- 
sentation of Portsmouth harbor, In 
their quaint flat-bottom boats the 
quaint pohe-bonneted and be-shawled 
bunboat ladies row round the ship and 
curry on a flourishing trade in sweets 
and “eats” with the gallant tars.

TODAY IN DOMINION . 
HISTORY, 


Journalism in what ys now the Pro- 
vince of Ontario had its beginning 121 
years aga today, April 18, 1793, when 
the initial number of the Upper Can- 
ada Gazette or American Oracle was 
issued at Newark, afterwards Niagara, 
the first capital of Upper Canada. The 
Halifax Gazette, the first newspaper 
in the Dominion of the future had been 
founded over 40 years’ before, and 
Quebec and Montreal Journalism was 
also firmly established before the 
pioneer organ of enlightenment in the 
Upper Province made its appearance, 
Nowark had been chosen as the capi- 
tal of the Upper Province by Major- 
General J, Graves Simcoe, the _ first 
Lieutenant-Governor, although his 
cholece had at first inclined toward a 
site now occupied by the city of Lon- 
don, The first assembly was convened 
at Newark seven months before the 
first Journal was printed. The plant 
for the publication of the “Gazette and 
Oracle” included a rude hand-press 
and a few cases of type, and the print- 
er was Louis Roy, a Frenchman, whose 
knowledge of the English language left 
much to be desired, It was an official 
publication and was confined largely 
to proclamations and advertisements, 
with news a mere incident. When the 
capital was removed to York, after- 
ward Toronto, which was founded in 
1794, the newspaper went with it and 
became the York Gazette. For many 
years it held the field, and its early ri- 
vals had brief lives. A large propor- 
tion of the early papers of Canada and 
the Maritime Provinces, like those of 
the Colonies to the South, bore the 
name of Gazette, and Oracle was also 
a popular journalistic title in those 
days, and the founder of Ontario's first 
journal combined the two by adding a 
sub-head which was also a general 
practice In those days,

Maitre Labori, Attorney for 
Mme, Caillaux, Is 54 Today 

Maitre Fernand Labori, the French 
“avocat" who gained an ‘uternational 
reputation by his conduct of the Zola 
and Humbert cases and the Dreyfus 
appeal and who was recently engagea 
as counsel for Mme, Cuillaux, the as- 
sassin of M, Calmette, was born at 
Rheims, 64 years ago today, M. Labori 
has been the recognized head ef the 
French bar ever since his masterly de- 
fense of Zola and Capt. Dreyfus. Ue 
was a friend of the murdered editor 
of the Figaro, and consented to doe- 
fend his slayer only on condition that 
no reflections were to be cast on the 
memory of M. Calmette, M. Labori be- 
gan his legal career 80 years ago, and 
in addition to his labors in that field, 
he has made a remarkable literary 
record, He founded the Revue du 
Palais and the Grande Revue, and com- 
piled an encyclopedia of French laws. 
Mme, Labori was Marguerite O’Key, a 
Montreal girl, and won wide fame as 
a pianist before she married Vladimir 
de Pachmann, an eccentric musician, 
who had been her teacher in London 
and Vienna, The musical pair were 
very unhappy, and when Mme. de 
Pachmann fell in love with Fernand 
Labori, then a struggling lawyer, her 
husband permitted her to otbain a 
divorce, that she might be free to wed 
the young Frenchman who had cap- 
tured her heart. Since her marriage 
in 1898, Mme, Laberi. has composed 
noteworthy musical works including an 
opera, “Yato,” based on the Chinese 
revolution, 


That Jdol of novel-reading youth, 
Richard Harding Davis, will pass the 
.half-century mark today, having been 
in Philadelphla,on April 18, 1864. The

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| TODAY WE CELEBRATE 


A Tale of Two Cities— 
San Francisco and Gary. 

This is a tale of two cities, Gary, 
Ind., and San Francisco, Cal., the first 
born on April 18, 1906, eight years ago 
today, and the last reborn on the same 
day. 

Many cities have suffered great con- 
flagrations, and have recovered, but 
few have $0 effectively and rapidly 
erased the scars of disaster as that 
municipality by the Golden Gate that 
eight years ago today was a mass o? 
roaring flames, and which today, big- 
ger and better-built than ever, is in- 
viting the world to be its guest next 
year at the greatest exposition in his- 
tory. 

The prairie provinces of Western 
Canada have witnessed magic cities 
rise almost over night, and Oklahoma 
City may boast of the marvelous rap- 
idity of its growth) but the Hoosier 
municipality of Gary is perhaps the 
most remarkable example of modern 
city building. 

On the same day that the whole 
world was mourning the destruction of 
San Francisco, a dozen workmen armn- 
ed with shovels began digging in the 
soil of the wilderness on the extreme 
southernmcst point of Lake Michigan, 
That was the birthday of Gary, a city 
bullt to order by the steel trust. The 
site had been chosen because of its 
facilities for water transportation and 
its proximity to Chicago, and because 
the land could be had for a song. When 
the steel trust had chosen a spot for the 
erection of its great mills, its engineers 
proceeded to lay out a city. They made 
their plans to accommodate a popula- 
tion of 300,000, with water and sewer 
systems sufficient to the needs of a 
municipality of that size, and with 
ample provisions for future extensions. 
Broadway and Fifth avenue, the prin- 
cipal streets, were graded and paved 
with cement before any permanent 
buildings were erected, In July, 1906, 
the town of Gary was incorporated, al- 
though the population was then com- 
posed principally of workmen employ- 
ed in building the town and the mill, 
and living in a city of tents. Then 
came the era of permanent building, 
with the steel company taking the lead 
by erecting 600 cottages, Many other 
great industrial corporations followed 
the steeel trust to Gary, and, at its pre- 
sent rate of growth, the Hoosler city 
will become within a quarter of a cen 
tury one of the greatest of the world's 
industrial centers, 

Nothing is so calculated to render a 
loyal citizen of Gary peevish as to have 
his town referred to as “an industrial 
suburb of Chicago,” although he is 
willing to admit that Chicago may somo 
day be a suburb of Gary. It is sald 
that Chicago came near to being lo- 
cated near the present site of Gary, 
According to the story, a youthful en- 
gineer was sent by the United States 
government to select a good harbor on 
Lake Michigan, His first choice was 
Wolf Lake, just east of Gary, and there 
the western metropolis would have been 
built, except that a French-Canadian 
trapper who lived in a hut at the mouth 
of the Chicago river had a lovely 
daughter, The young surveyor was 
smitten with the maiden’s charms, and, 
in order to be near her, he removed his 
camp to the Chicago river, and changed 
his recommendation to the government, 
Whether the amorous youth was suc- 
eussful in his suit tradition does not 
tell, 

To the great majority of San Francis- 
cans the eighteenth of April, anniver- 
sary of the great fire of 1906, has bo- 
erme a day of jubilation as well as of 
mourning. That period of travail mark- 
ed the rebirth of the city, and a grander 
and more magnificent San Francisco 
has arisen from the ruins of the old 
city, Over 600 city blocks were rav- 
cyged by the flames, but practically all 
have been rebuilt, and the new edifice 
are vastly superior to the old, Forty 
thousand workmen and $20,000,000 were 
required to remove the debris, but tho 
task was accomplished so well that 
hardly a scar is left on the fair face 
of the city.

In his 
great work Dr, Washington has had 
the support of many wealthy and in- 
fluential white men, and has won their 
admiration and respect.

One of 
these national problems is that of 
agricultural education—the discovery 
and practice of some system of educa- 
tion which will give the farmers’ boys 
a good training in life without unfit- 
ting them, as has often been the case 
in the past, for life on the farm. The 
various provinces are tackling in: their 
own ways this problem, which Hes at 
the root of the other problem of “how 
to keep the boy on the farm?” Al- 
berta has made a new departure in 
the establishment of her system of 
agricultural schools and the success 
with which the system has met in its 
first year promises its further exten- 
sion in Alberta and possibly in other 
provinces also, In the forefront of 
agricultural problems is the checking 
of the cityward trend of people from 
the land which can only be done by 
raising the standard of social life on 
the farm and_ providing adequate 
counter attraction to the lure spread 
by the city before the boy on the 
farm. ; 

The boy on the farm must be pro- 
vided with an outlook in life which 
will enable him to satisfy his ambi- 
tions without leaving the land, Enough 
work exists in all conscience, in im- 
proving methods of farming and mak- 
ing farm work less laborious and 
more remunerative to try the intelll- 
gence and resourcefulness of the best 
and most able men raised on the farm. 
In order to find a big scope for work 
there is no reason for them to leave

Hatch your chicks in April or early 
May if you want winter layers, Keep 
them growing continuously, as while

Protest the chicks against. chilling 
when transferring them to the brood- 
er or coop, Have your brooder clean, 
disinfected and heated before trans- 
terring the chicks from the incubator 
to the brooder. Use chaff for liter 


in the brooder, Never use damp or 
musty liter, 


Teach the chicks that under the 
hover is their source of heat supply. 
A little patience in this matter will 
save many from sickness “or death 
through chilling. If chicks huddle

SOME POINTS IN THE 
TRAINING OF SCOUTS 
BY EXPERIENCED MAN 


The following article has been writ- 
ten by W. 8S. M. for the Headquarters 
Gazette, and has been reproduced for 
the Edmonton Scouts, 

1 have’ had some twelve years’ ex- 
perience in managing boys, and I have 
had a good many “difficult” cases to 
deal with. 

In old days I used to believe in “in- 
dividual control,” that is, the Scout- 
master, or whatever the man in com- 
Tiand was called, paying a great deal 
of individual attention to every boy, 
and particularly the “difficult” ones. 

Now, however, we are learning to 
work through the Patrol system. This 


is splendid in theory, but the difficulty! dealt with. 


is how can we work through Patrol 
Leaders, who are inexperienced and 
who cannot therefore exercise the in- 
dividual control that is required? 

The answer seems to be that, instead 
of dubbing the-Ratrol system a fallure, 
as some men hastily do, we must set 
to work to train our Patrol] Leaders so 
they themselves may become efficient. 

I do not pretend to have much ex- 
perience yet in training Vatrol Leaders 
in this way, but I am anxious to learn. 


It has occurred to me that first we 
should consider what are the character 
qualifications necessary for a Scout- 


master if he is to exercise individual 
control, Then, when we have decided 
on these, we may be able to see two 
things. Firstly, that the same quali- 
fications are those which we should 
aim at instilling into our Patrol Lead- 
ers; secondly, we cannot instil char- 
acteristics that we haye not gol our- 


selves, 
I will only further preface my notes 
with the remark that there are, of 


course, many other qualifications be- 
side those which I am about to men- 
tlon which are most useful to a Scout- 
master (and therefore also to a Patrol 
Leader) for his work, but | have men- 
tioned just a few which seem to me, as 
I look back over my boys' work ex- 
perience of the past, to the most Im- 
portant, 
The first essential I put down ts 
Patience, You say you have not got 
much? Develop it. None of us have 
much to begin with if the average baby 
is anything to go by. It means the 
continual “botling up” (that expresses 
the truth best) of temper, ill-feellng, 
malice—self. If you can*t develop pa- 
tience—well, you can write “failure” 
across your work ampngst boys, 
Agnin you must be a boy yourself, 
By that I mean you must look at games 
from a boy's point of view, You must 
look at his difficulties, his troubles, his 
failures, his sins, from his point of 
view, not your own. This is not easy, 
but you must endeavour to accomplish 
it if you would ever gain the confl- 
dence of the boy, and that ts again 
an essential if you ever wish to con- 
trol him. This thought may not seem 
applicable for a Patrol Leader, but it Is 
so, where the Patrol Leader {s begin- 
ning to think himself a young man, 
The best Patrol Leaders I know are 
young fellows between sixteen and 
nineteen years old who are still real 
boys at heart, and who can enjoy the 
games, for instance, and quite simple 


the farm, It is necessary, however, in 
order to train men for this task that 
they should be given as good an educa- 
tion as the man who its going into 
business in the city and that that 
education shall be such as will increase 
rather than diminish their love. of 
rural life.

Alberta Dairy Industry 


Recognizing that Alberta is now en- 
gaged in a world-wide competition for 
dairy markets outside her own, the 
Department of Agriculture has during 
the past two weeks been holding 
schools for buttermakers In Edmonton 
and Calgary, New Zealand and other 
countries are in the runningand at the 
present time New Zealand is supplying 
a large quantity of butter to Brilish 
Columbia. Datrymen in New Zealand 
have summer pasture conditions all the 
year round, whereas in this country 
the dairymen must house and feed 
their stock Nberally during the winter 
time, Notwithstanding this, Alberta 
dairymen can produce as good quality 
of butter at as reasonable a price as 


pleasures almost as keenly as the 
youngsters in their Patrol. 

Then, again, you must show a boy 
the reasonableness of things you re- 
quire him to do, without encouraging 
him to ask a lot of questions. 

Tell him why you should do physical 
drill, obey Scout Law, make himself 
efficient and behave as a Scout should, 
He will then work as @ boy, as a human 
being, and not as a machine, Above 
all, impress upon him a sense of honor, 
He hasn't got much? Hasn't he? 
Then you don’t know the boy, 1t may 
be a preverted sense, but it's there. 
It only needs developing’ Tell a lad 
you expect much from him as a Scout. 
That you want your Troop to be 
“second to none,” and he can help it 
to be that. Let him feel his own 
position, and instil Into him a pride 
Trust him and 


Remember that unsanitary or damp 
conditions breed lice and disease, Dig- 
infect the brooger or coop occasionally

Give chick grit for first feed. It is 
advisable to feed commercial chick 
food for the first two weeks. Where 
commercial chick food is not used 
feed stale bread crumbs, rolled oats, 
or granulated oat meal. 


Hard boiled eggs may bo fed oc- 
casionally, but should be mixed with

If chicks droop their wings or ap- 
pear to be sickly look for head lice 
Head lice burrow Into the head of the 
chick and can be killed by an appli- 
cation of equal parts of lard and sul- 
phur. 


Get your chicks on grass range as 
soon as.possible. Green feed is neces- 
sary to rapid growth. 

A wet mash of skim milk and 
ground oats may be fed to advantage 
occasionally by way of variety. Al- 
ways feed clean wholesome food.

you say, he will not only take ad- 
vantage of you, but will consider you 
cannot be relied on, Make a distinc- 
tion between “warning” a boy and 
“cautioning” him. I only warn once, 
I tell the boys so. Yet I have never 
had to turn a boy out of the Troop 
after warning him. 

Never bully or shout at a boy, 
Hard work not to sometimes? Well, 
perhaps so, but it’s a splendid victory 
over self if you train yourself not 
to do so. You will find no boy likés 
to be spoken to in a quiet way when 
he has done wrong. He expects you 
to shout At him, so he is not surprised 
when you do it. He is. surprised 
when you don’t. Allow no one In the 
Troop to bully or shout at the boys. 
It's a bad policy and disastrous to 
the Troop. 

Then, again control a boy not by 
brute force, but by mental force. Rule 
a boy with your mind and with your 
eyes, not with your tongue. A Scout 
said of his Scoutmaster, “I could do 
with him talking to me, but I can’t 
bear to look at his eyes—I always 
have to look away.” The eye is the 
most powerful organ you possess in 
the control of boys. If you give an 
order, or have to speak to a Scout 
for breaking rules, fix your eyes on 
one Of his eyes before speaking to 
him, and thus rule his mind by your 
own. 

Above all. be kind. Enter Into your 
boys’ games, but don’t play the fool. 
Be a boy, but always be what you are 
—thelr  Scoutmaster. Enter into 
their everyday like. Insist on them 
paying attention to work when work 
is belng done and playing thelr best 
when play is on. 

I offer these suggestions to my 
brother Scoutmasters in the hope that 
they will make other and, no doubt, 
better suggestions in return, so that

Career Twelve Years Ago Today. 
Joseph Bert Tinker, whose varied 
activities during the last few months 
have made him the chief joy of base- 
ball writers and hot stove league fans, 
will celebrate today the twelfth anni- 
versary of his big league debut, Tinker 
is a native of Kansas, and is now in 
his thirty-fourth year, After some ex- 
perience with a Kansggs City semi- 
“pro” club, Tinker playéd with Parsons 
and Coffeyville, Kan, in the Missouri 
Valley league, in 1899, with Denver in 
the Western in 1900, and with Portland, 
Ore., the following year, At the close 
of the 1901 season he was grabbed off 
by the Chicago Nationals, anc on April 
17, 1902, he played his first regular 
game ina Cub uniform, It didn't take 
Joseph very long to prove that he was 
one of the niftiest shortstops in the
